will likely use it for a low grade and 
shorter rente from PittBbnrg to the 
east. The road is 303 miles long and 
described as "the line ccmmercirig in 
Harrisbu-jr, Dauphin county, and ex- 
teccing through the counties of Dsu- 
phin, Cumberland, Franklin, Hun'ing- 
!>on, Fulton, Bedford, Somerbet, West- 
moreland and Allegheny to Port Perry; 
a)so all tnat certain other lire of rail- 
road extending from a point near 
Fannettsburg, Franklin county, Pa., 
to the boundary line between Pennsyl- 
vania and Maryland, nearHngerstown; 
also all portions of the line located in 
Fayette, Washington and Green conn- 
ties to the West Virginia state lire 
with all the real estate, franchises, 
etc." 


Mess's. Preston atd Wood paid 87,- 


500 for the road. That amount repre- 
sents '.he value abcve an indebtedness 
of 89,900,000 on thp property. It is 
the universal opinion that today's per- 
formance was merely perfunctory, the 
real deal having been made before- 
hard, and this means being employed 
to secura a title to the property. There 
was no ccmpetition, and no bids were 
made except the one on which the 
property was knocked down.

This alliance has been extended 
acd strengthened since then.

Penr.syKar.ia completed the eastarn 
part of the S"uth Penn line and now 
operates it. The western part of tbe 
projected line, if built &nd connected 
with tbe Western Maryland, would 
shorten tbe distance by rail between 
PiUsburg and the Atlantic seaboard. 
Gould owns the Western Maryland and 
it was generally thought the Wabash 
interests would be represented today, 
but evidently they were not. The sale, 
from its inception, is supposed to have 
been the result of an amicable agree- 
ment between tbe Vanderbilt and the 
Peor.sylvania-B. & 0 interests.

The figures presented by the commis 
sioner show a great advance in th 
cost of all of the necessaries of life 
Colonel Wright has made his compar: 
sons with wholesale prices.as they ar 
regarded as a more substantial basis 
The average relative prices of all com 
modities were higher in 1903 than a 
any time since and including 1S90. 


Under the head of farm products,con 


sisting of 16 articles, it is shown that 
wheat increased 5.1 per cent.; timothy 
h»y, 19.2 per cent.; corn, 21.1 per cent.; 
barley, 21.2 per cent.; hides, 24 3 per 
cent.; oats, 31.7 per cent.; hogs, 37 per 
cent.; cotton, 44.7 per cent.; New York 
hops, 59.5 per cent. There was a de- 
crease of 1.3 per cent, in sheep, 2 3 per 
cent, in rye and 5 9 per cent, in flax 
seed. 


Fifty-three articles of food aregivan, 


and on 35 of these there is an increase 
over ihe average for the preceding 13 
years, ranging from 5 per cent, on 
bread.in the Washington market, to 72 
per cent, on pepper from Singapore. 
A 5 per cent, increase occurred on 
dried codfish and potatoes, C per cent. 
on batter and 10 per cent, on canned 
salmon. New Orleans molasses in- 
creased 12.5 per cent, crackers, Boston 
X, 12,6 per cent; eggs, 23.2 per cent; 
New York cheese, 23.3 per cent.; mack- 
erel, 31.5 percent.; corn meal, 23 and 
25 per cent.) smoked hams,34 per cent.; 
lard, 34 per eent.j beans, 35 per cent.; 
bacon and salt porlc,42 and 43 per cent. 
and herring, 51 per cent. There was a 
decrease in sugar of from 1.2 to 5 per 
cent., in soda crackers, 9.5 per cent.; in 
flour, 6.4 per cent.; in vinegar, 12 per 
cent.; in evaporated fruits, about 28 
per cent. The price of coffee fell 57.4 
per cent. 


Of 70 articles of clothing the prices 


of 56 for 1903 were higher than the 
average price for the preceding period 
since 1890. The increases range from 
3 per cent, for ginghams to 20 8 per 
cent, for sheetings. Women's dress 
goods were H.3 per cent, higher; over- 
coatings, 17.3 per cent, higher; blank- 
ets, 17.9 per cent, higher. 


The table of fuel and lighting shows 


an astonishing increase in the cost to 
the consumer.

The look of the footbal 
or the baseball player, may, like othei 
occupations, have a whole range o 
expressions of its own. And there an 
other outdoor ways of life that leavi 
their mark—a mark that is not objec 
tionable. We all know the gaze of th 
sailor or of the man accustomed to 
looking off over wide spaces of prairie 


on errands and the like, but also as a 
factor in developing a higher physical 
standard. 
Anything that will make 


stronger hearts, that will stimulate 
torpid organs and clear the brain is 
bouud to have the support of thinking 
people everywhere. A horse or an au- 
tomobile may take one about and 
awaken a love of outdoors, but a horse 
or an automobile is not within the 
reach of persons of moderate m^ans. 
Therefore the wheel possesses advant- 
ages for the evaiyday man and woman 
that can be offered by no other means 
of locomotion. 


So good a thing as this should not 


sink into condemnation because those 
who use it are too weak or too careless 
to conquer the few drawbacks con- 
nected with it. There is no reason 
why a bicycle should bs the cause of a 
bowed, hnnched-up back or of an un- 
pleasant countenance, if its riders will 
pay as mucli attention to their atti- 
tude and their expression as they do to 
the costumes they wear when riding. 


The case is the same with golf, "the 


royal game " More and more it grows 
in popu'arity. The business man fiids 
in it an outdoor sport which gives him 
exercise and amusement at the same 
time, and the girl who plays golf has 
become a recognized fea'.ure in our 
social outdoor life. 
Tho game is 


worthy of all commendation and is do- 
ing the work of a life-saving station 
for men who could never before be 
coaxed from their offices during the 
daylight hours. But is it to leave an 
unsightly mark upon those who par- 
take of its benefits? 
Shall that which 


is admirable on the golf course be 
ransported to the street and the 
rawing room? Shall the half closed 
ye which scans the space to be covered 
n the next drive be fixed upon one's 
is-a-vis at tuo dinner table? Shall 
iur girls and men take their afternoon 
troll or their promenade to church 
•ith long, slouching steps, dropned 
honlders and swinging arma. The 
poise that is acquired by shouldering 
he bag of golf clubs or by posing 
oneself for the drive is out of place ex- 
cept on the links. 


Yet if one must choose between these 


and the dispirited droop of mouth and 
shoulders that are found among the 
women who live the stay-at-home life 
and know nothing of the joys of free 
exercise in the good open air, let us, 
for the love of mercy, have anything 
that tha bicycles or the automobiles or 
golf or tennis can give us. The one, at 
.east, is a sign of a healthful mode of 
.ife, however much we may deprecate 
the form it takes.
